The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,2, 7-1 1 , 12, 13, 18 (17)-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Dunning et al. (4,145,739). 

3. As to claim 17, claim 17 recites reconfigurable first execution unit which was 
meant to be rejected in Paragraph 4 of the last office action with claims 7,18. Now the 
paragraph is being recited as follow : 

4. As to claims 7,17,18, Dunning was also redirected to reconfigurable execution 
unit (see the hardware status of the slave commands in col.9, lines 1-68, col. 10, lines 1- 
38 cited in page 3, paragraph 4 of the last Office action on 06/26/06). 

5. Claims 3-6, 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Dunning et al. (4,145,739) in view of Intrater et al. (5,822,779). 
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6. The rejections are maintained and incorporated by reference the last office action 
on 06/26/06. 

7. The response filed on 09/26/06 has been fully considered but is not persuasive. 

8. In the remarks, applicant argued that : 

a) processor core, extension unit and direct memory access controller are all integrated 
on one semiconductor chip; 

b) purpose of resetting a CPU is not the same as the purpose of halting a clock signal 
for the processor core. 

9. As to a) above, applicant is reminded that unclaimed features cannot be used to 
overcome the prior art (e.g. see CCPA In re Lundenbera & Zuschlaa . 113, USPQ 530, 
534 (1957)). For example, nowhere does applicant claim recite processor core, 
extension unit and direct memory access controller are all integrated on one 
semiconductor chip. Applicant recites "A semiconductor integrated circuit" (see claim 
12, line 1), not "one semiconductor chip". The evidence shows that a semiconductor 
chip was a part of the semiconductor integrated circuit along with other circuit 
components (see claim 12, line 2). A circuit can be extended to other connections to 
form another circuit. As to claim 1 , claim 1 does not even mention "chip". 

10. As to b), applicant only recited halting the clock signal for the processor core. 
However, no type of clock signal has been reflected into the claim. Therefore, any 
disabling signals (e.g. reset, suspend) can be used for halting the clock. Furthermore, 
Applicant never recited the halting is not same as the resetting. See discussions. 
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above.
